The Committee on Conference Relations reported as follows in 
the case of Herbert Pollard, which was adopted: 

“Inasmuch as Herbert Pollard, who holds credentials from the 
Methodist Church of England, has done no work In the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in this Country, we recommend that no action be 
taken at this time in relation to admitting him on his credentials, 
but we further recommend that he be given employment among 
us at the discretion icf the District Superintendents. 

Resolution. — The following resolution was introduced and 
adopted : 

“Resolved, That we ask the Black Hills Mission at its 1911 
session to appoint a commission of three which shall co-operate with

Memorial — The Conference adopted the following memorial per- 
taining to the urgent needs of First Church, Pierre, to the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension: 

In view of the heroic undertaking of the First Church at Pierre, 
which marks a strategic hour of religious opportunity at the State 
Capitol, and since the gift of $7,000 from the Board of Home Mis- 
sions and Church Extension to this church was conditioned upon the 
Dakota Conference raising $13,000.00 for Home Missions, and now 
that only some $7,000.00 has been raised in the Conference, which 
reduces the gift to the Pierre Church proportionately, we as a Con- 
ference wish to re-affirm our conviction as to the needs of this 
courageous church which is seeking to capture the Capitol for God 
and Methodism, and to request the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension in spite of our failure to reach our apportionment 
as a Conference, to pay the entire amount of $7,000.00 towards 
this most deserving -enterprise. 

D., Sec- 
retary of the Board of Education, addressed the Conference. 

The Committee on Education presented its report which was 
adopted. Pending the adoption of the report President Samuel F.

Dr. J. P., Jenkins, Field Secretary for Dakota Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, addressed the Conference. 

Dr. Samuel Weir, Vice President of Dakota Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, was introduced. 

Introduced. — ^The Rev. Edwin A. Schell, D. D., President of 
Iowa Wesleyan University, Mt. Pleasant, Iowa; and the Rev. Prank 
B. Cowgill, District Superintendent Mankato District, Minnesota 
Conference were introduced-. 

Trustees. — The following named were elected Members of the 
Board of Trustees, Dakota Wesleyan University for the class of 1914; 
Ralph D. Brown, J. W. Parmley, H. G. Tilton, J. S. Hoagland,

ed. 

Special Collection. — A special collection was taken in behalf of 
Mrs. F. T. Nicholls. 
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Excused — J. B. Dibble and J. W. Taylor were excused from fur- 
ther attendance upon the Conference session. 

Presentation — A. P. Janes, on behalf of the Preachers of the 
Mitchell District In a felicitous address presented the retiring Dis- 
trict Superintendent, Dr. J. O. Dobson, an Oliver Typewriter. Dr. 
Dobson made a most fitting response. 

Adjournment — Committees were called, announcements made 
and the Conference adjourned. Dr. Edwin A, Schell pronounced the 
Benediction. 



Saturday Afternoon Session. 

After singing and prayer by W. F. Minty, the Afternoon session 
opened with the Rev. John P. Jenkins, D. D., presiding.

For 15 years I 
have labored among you as Presiding Elder and it was the joy of my 
I life to labor with as loyal men andwomen as ever graced any fair 
young commonwealth. 

Not all the days have been without hard fighting or rough 
sailing but by the Grace of God we have won through power divine, 
i I make a brief comparison with conditions six years ago —

Sunday School Scholars from 
3241 to 4708, an increase of 1567 *n 5 years, Church property has 
increased in value from $122,250 to about $235,000, counting church 
enterprises now under way we have 23 new structures, an increase • 

of 62 per cent in number of churches and 92 per cent in valuation. j 

Our parsonages property has increased by 13 new hoimes. Especially 
gratifying is the fine new parsonage at Springfield built by the heroic 
efforts of Bro. R. E. Tarleton, and the one being built at Tripp by 
Bro. F. H. Ray. Howard has purchased a house for the pastor. All 
other parsonage enterprises are in new fields. • 

We have eight new churches and three new parsonages with j 

16 new preaching places in Lyman county. In Gregory and Tripp 
counties we have two new parsonages with 5 new churches and not 
less than 15 new places, against one church six years ago. 

During the year our beloved Co-worker, Brother J. A. McDon- 
ald passed over into the “Great Beyond”. He was a faithful local 
preacher and left behind him a good record. Our Conference Evan- 
gelists, Joel A. Smith, W. J. Calfee and J. E. Norvell have all done 
good work.

HURON DISTRICT. 

The best thing about any appointment we may receive as Min- 
isters of Christ is largeness of opportunity to serve our fellows. 
When Bishop Hamilton selected me as Presiding Elder of Huron 
District it was not clear to me that the district offered an excep- 
tional opportunity for service. The impression somehow obtained 
that the territory embraced by the lines of-that district was the least 
productive this side of the Missouri River. But Brothers, it does 
not always do to judge from surface indications. In these six years 
it has been demonstrated that Huron District is not unfavorably 
located, its soil is not unproductive, its cities and towns are not 
dead, and its people are among the choicest every way considered 
anywhere in the big west. Their intelligence and loyalty to the in- 
stitutions of the church make it a joy to serve them. 

It is my privilege to report that death has not visited a single 
parsonage home on our district this year. Two homes have been 
made glad by the coming of sweet babes. One at Burdette, occu- 
pied by Bro. and Sister Snowden, the other at Rockhaim where 
Brother and Sister Rawlinson have labored. These little ones were 
welcomed as Heavenly guests. One marriage: Rev. J. D. Evans and 
Miss Margie Smith of Alpena. 

We have been called upon to make but two changes in the 
appointments since last Conference, and every charge has been 
manned. Our present presiding Bishop, with little fear of official 
iboards, lifted one of our men and condemned him to the supervision 
of a district. About two hundred and fifty have been added to our 
numbers, largely as the result of direct personal work. Brothers, 
do we not need to take a new look at lost men and women about 
us, and listen to these words of our Master, “Go out into the high- 
ways and hedges and compel them to come in?” As He who redeemed 
us came to seek and to save, we are commissioned to go and follow 
in His footsteps. ^ , 
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Our Sunday School army has been increased by many additions 
this year, and our Sunday School leaders are seeing the necessity 
of using the splendid new helps and taking the courses in study 
neceesary for proper equipment as superintendents and teachers. The 
Epworth L/sague is maintaining the district organization, and ac- 
complishing 'more than its leaders dared, to hope. The District 
League sent two delegates to Lake Geneva and they are enthusing 
the leagues wherever they can reach them, on the subject of Missions, 

I would not overlook the work of the Ladies Aid Societies. On 
most of our charges they are putting our unorganized brothers to 
shame. They have an enviable record in money raising, but their 
most beautiful service is in visiting the sick, reporting to the 
pastor the stranger, and in looking after the poor and nesdy. 

We have another organization on our District, the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society, the greatest organization among the 
women of our great church. I would that every woman in Meth- 
odism belonged to it. This year they have doubled their offering 
to the cause of World Evangelism. We are believing that the little 
auxiliary at Estmond, with twenty members^ leads the world in 
proportionate giving, placing in the missionary treasury, four hun- 
dred dollars. This is not because they have one great giver — they 
all g-'ve. This is a tithing church. Am I not right in thinking that 
the president of the W. F. M. S. should be a memher of the quar- 
terly conference? 

Five new parsonages have been added to our list at a total cost 
of $19,900, Miller, Rockham, Seneca, Wessington and Cavour. Ex- 
tensive improvements have been made in the parsonages at Alpena, 
Redfield and Iroquois and new parsonages enterprises are under way 
at Highmore and Lane. We have completed the church at Harrold, 
valued at $4,000, now ready for dedication. Have dedicated the 
church at Blunt, a beautiful building valued at $6,500. And we have 
under way the $65,000 Church at Pierre. In addition to this we have 
put into the church at St. Lawrence $2,100^ have moved and remod- 
eled a church on Cavour Circuit at a cost of $400. Have purchased 
two new church bells for Wolsey Circuit and otherwise improved the 
property to the value of $350. Improvements have been made at 
Lebanon and Seneca and at other points, but I have not the figures 
before me. Church debts have been reduced, notably at Huron, 
where a large debt has been nearly obliterated, and at Wssington 
Springs where $1500 has been paid toward' reduction of parsonage 
delbt. 

The advance in benevolences this year will be greater than 
ever. And I can again announce that Wessington Springs leads the 
Methodist churches of America and the world in proportionate giving 
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and psr capita wealth — $15 per member. This too is largely a tith- 
ing church. 

A brief review of the six years work on Huron District, showing 
what God hath wrought. In 1904 we were paying for Mission, Home 
and Foreign, $1461.00, this year $8,000.00. Our total benevolences 
for 1904 were, $4,056, this year $12,000. Value of church property 
then $76,000^ now $143,000. Parsonages $21,000, now $45,000. 
Pastorial support $14,000, now $28,000. Membership 1757, now 
2700. W. F. M. S. $331, now $1600. Time will not permit me to 
speak of all our charges, possibly I should 'mention but one, Pierre. 
There they pay a salary of $1,700 and house, meet all the benevolent 
claims upon them, and then voluntarily put themselves under the 
burden of erecting a $6o,000 church and parsonage. 

We believe that big souled laymen everywhere will feel like 
giving substantial encouragement to a church that will plan by the 
largeness of its .enterprises to capture a whole city for righteousness 
and influece for good an entire state. 

The ministers of the District regard themselves as citizens and 
are leaders in the fight for civic righteousness and in every true re- 
form movement. Resulting in great part from this leadership Rpd- 
field, Pierre, Alpena, Wessington Springs^ Rokha'm, Cavour, Lane, 
Iroquois, DeSmet, St. Lawrence, Esmond, Seneca and Hitchcock are 
without sai'oons. In all that I have said about leadership I do not 
overlook the fact that closely associated with our ministers are 
splendid, fearless and determined laymen, as in Redfield where oyr 
innocent looking Brother Harkness led the fight; and in Pierre 
where Brother Thibodeau had with him every member of his official 
board, including R. S. Vsssey the governor of our state, who was 
ready to take the brunt cf the battle. The victory was so over- 
whelming that no blind pig dares to show his head within five miles 
of the city limits, and every house of ill fame has been closed within 
a radius of ten miles. In these two cities large sums of money were 
raised to insure the enforesment of law and rewards offered for every 
case of conviction. 

I would that I might find words large enough in meaning to 
give expression of my appreciation of the pastors and their wives 
who have besn associated with me on this District.

Benevolences will be well looked after and will show a substantial 
increase in regular disciplinary collections, other benevolences will 
probably show a falling off. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society will show an increase 
of about s200 for the District, new auxiliaries at Madison, Yankton 
and Vermillion making the best records in advance. 

War has been made on old debts. Sioux Falls First church. 
Canton and Flandreau have paid their debts. Yankton, Colton, Hud- 
son and Jordan Church, Sioux Falls, expect to soon enter into free- 
dom from debt. Improvements have been made at Chester, Beres- 
ford, Yankton, Hartford, Parker, Gayville, Centerville, Dell Rapids, 
Vermillion, Hudson, Lennox, Valley Springs, Flandreau Circuit and 
Canton. 

At Wakonda we have a beautiful $5,000 church almost ready 
for dedication. Brother Saxton has done good work there and has 
had loyal laymen to carry the burden of the church enterprisei. 

The Sunday Schools are in general doing excellent work. They 
suffer in some places for lack of leadership, I wish to mention 
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two schools that are blessed with good superintendents, that of 
Sioux Falls-First Church, who has L. R.^Brown at its head and Yank- 
ton with Clifford Rice for its leader. Both of thes-e men are travel- 
ing men and yet try to be home every Sunday to lead their schools — 
such devotion is worthy of emulation by every superintendent on the 
District. 

The Epworth Leagues generally are not strong. They need the 
touch of Divine Fire. Many of them are hard at work and doing 
much good to the church and community. 

We are humiliated that the results of the year’s work will show 
such a small net gain in results. This condition meets us all. We 
have machinery enough but we need more power, more consecration, 
more faith that God rules and saves and leads when we let him 
have his way in us. Let our humiliation drive us to our knees and 
may we pray for the enduement on high. 

The fight this year on our District has been no sham battle but 
a mortal combat, and we record victories in the name of our Mas- 
ter. Successful Evangelistic meetings were held at Parker, Beresford 
and Vermillion, under H. W. Bromley of Kentucky. Vermillion 
shows a gain of 105 members. 

Elk Point held a successful meeting under the leadership of 
Elvangelist Lowry. 

At Canton, in July, our second District Camp Meeting was 
held. Evangelist Bromley led, about 60 preachers were present 
large numbers of laymen came and it w^as a time, of great spiritual 
blessing. A Camp Meeting Association was formed, plans were per- 
fected for raising the debt on the property which will then be turn- 
ed over to the Camp Meeting Association and it is confidently ex- 
pected that this will be one of the really great religious institutions 
of this region. 

Thus we conclude our report, and when we gO' into the pres- 
ence of the King to make our last report we shall go rejoicing that 
we have never had the privilege and honor of being a co-worker with 
Him and with the magnificent men and women in ministry and laity 
of the Sioux Falls District.

1 EDUCATION. 



The Committee on Education submit the following report: 
Board of Education. It is with great gratification that we record 
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the splendid work of the Board of Education during the past year. 

We commend the statesmanlike work of our own Dr. Thomas Nichol- 
son, who has proved equal to his heavy task as Secretary of the 
Board of Education. We heartily commend the following items: 

1. Children’s Day Fund. During the year closing June, 1909, ! 

2,269 students, representing twenty-seven different nationalities, 
were aided by the Children’s Day Fund. The Christian Student 
for February, 1910, gives a detailed statement, showing by nationali- 
ties and races, by intended callings, and from various other points 
of view who they were. This magazine is replete with valuable 
educational information, is accessible to all our people, and they 
should be urged to secure it. We urge our pasters to give prom- 
inence to the Children’s Day Collection. The number of students 
in our Methodist schools has so rapidly increased that the demands i 

on the Loan Fund have been more than the Funds could meet. 

2 Soutbem Schools. The trust committed to the Board of Edu- 
cation by the General Conference of 1908 in the care of the schools ■ 

for white people in the South entitles it to increased attention on 
the part of the Conference. The collection asked is an amount equal 
to 3 per cent of the apportionment for foreign missions. This is a 
most valuable investment for our Church. Each number of the 
Christian Student during the past year has had articles on this sub- 
ject, and the information should stir the Church. The educational 
destitution of the mountain regions of the South is little under- 
stood by our people. By ancestry, by tradition, and by natural sym- 
pathies these people are of us, and the new generation now in our 
schools furnishes some of our most promising young people. The 
Board of Education has limitedi its asking to the most urgent needs. 

Every dollar of shortage means serious embarrassment of our work. 

This is one of the worthiest of our benevolences. The influence of 
our schools is beyond estimate. Every pastor should get the facts 
and give diligent attention to this collection. 

3. Theological Schools. We note with great pleasure and in- 
creased attendance of young men in our Theological Schools and re- 
joice in the re-opening of Illif School of Theology at Denver, Colo- 
rado. The adding ef courses in the Social Sciences, Missions and ; 

Social Settlements, we believe to be a step in the right direction. | 

We heartily com'mend our Seninaries to the young men of the | 

church, entering our ministry and urge their attendanos upon the j 

same. ^ 

We nominate as visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute, C. V. 
Gilliland; to Boston Theological Seminary, A. E. Carhart and Presi- '

4 Dakota Wesleyan University We are pleas-ed to report an- 
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other year of prosperity for Dakota Wesleyan University. There has 
been progress in all departments. The faculty has been strengthen- 
ened and may ba a matter of pride to all members -of the Conference. 
The student body has been large and have acquitted themselves with 
credit to the institution. The attendance during the regular academ- 
ic year was 568, an advance of 25 over the preceeding year. There 
has been a spirit of loyalty and co-operation upon the part of all 
connected with the institution. 

The Board of Trustees mutually and through its executive com- 
mittee have, we learn, been a un't with the faculty in pushing for- 
ward the work of the school. The intellectual standards are the 
highest ' in South Dakota and Dakota Wesleyan credits will carry 
throughout the country. 

The year has been fruitful in spiritual results, a number being 
reported as being brought to Jesus Christ as their Saviour. 

Finances seem to indicate prosperity also. The tuition fees 
have increased and other sources of revenue have been somewhat en- 
larged but the expense has increased also in the natural development 
of the institution. 

We regret exceedingly to learn that there has been some fall- 
ing off in collections this year and recommend most strongly that 
the pastors give full attention to this cause so that it may reach its 
full apportionment as much as the foreign missions and that next 
year may show the minimum of at least 50 cents per member. 

We call your attention to Dr. J. P. Jenkins as field secretary of 
the Dakota Wesleyan and we pledge ourselves to co-operate with him 
in the administration to the fullest degree in pushing forward the 
quarter-centennial campaign for a quarter million dollars. 

We rejoice that so much has been accomplished already where- 
by over half of the amount is pledged, but we realize the necessity 
of the heartiest support in order that the consummation may be 
reachd in rasonable time. 

The new year has started out with such promise that previous 
records are likely to be surpassed and we sincerely hope that the 
new buildings now in process of erection may be completed during 
the coming summer, so that another year will afford facilities neces- 
sary for handling to the best advantage the large student body ought 
to be reached throughout this state. 

We recommend as visitors to the Dakota Wesleyan University 
A. C. Shephard, O. E. Boyce, C. E. Wilcox. 

We commend the work of the Women’s Professorship Associa- 
tion among the women of the Conference In an endeavor to raise 
funds to establish a Chair for the support of Dean of Women. We 
suggest that our pastors emphasize this cause with the Ladies Aid- 
Societies throughout the Conference, so that they may become af- 
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filiated chapters of the organization and raise one or more shares of 
$10 each in annual offerings to this endowment. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the masterful adminis* 
tration of Dr. S. F. Kerfcot, of Dakota Wesleyan, and pledge him 
our loyal support in alll he does to further the work of making D. 
W. U. a great University.

TEMPERANCE. 

The Methodist Episcopal church in South Dakota is vitally con- 
nected with the temperance reform in this state. We stand firm in 
our attitude of uncompromising hostility to the liquor traffic and are 
determined to press the holy war against this sum of all villainies 
until its eternal overthrow is accomplished. In this warfare we hail 
as allies every force and organization that stands for the destruction 
of this iniquity and rejoice in the increasing sentiment that fore- 
shadows the ultimate elimination of the saloon from the state and 
nation. 

The non-enforcement of the law is used as a strong argument 
against prohibition. Experience has shown that it is futile to ex- 
pect exact and rigid, enforcemet where the machinery of the law is in 
the hands of saloon sympathizers. Wo urge therefore a careful 
scrutiny of the character and record on this question of every man 
asking our suffrages, reaffirming the deliverance of the General Con- 
ference that *‘no candidate for any office which in any way may have 
to do with the liquor traffic has a right to- expect, nor ought he to 
receive, the support of Christian men so long as he stands committed 
to the liquor interests or refuses to put himself in an attitude of 
open hostility to the saloon;” and where officers fail or refuse to 
do their duty we believe that the chief executive of the state should 
be empowered to remove them and to this end we endorse the refer- 
endum conferring this power on the governor and urge the friends 
of reform to vote for its adoption. 

In accordance with the principle of home rule we demand that 
state and national legislation be enacted prohibiting the intra-state 
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and inter-stat9 shipment of intoxicating liquors ito dry territory, and 
that Federal authority cease issuing revenue licenses to liquor sellers 
in such territory. 

We co'mmend the action of the increasingly large number of 
newspapers that refuse to admit liquor advertisements to their col- 
umns. We comemnd these paj>ers to the patronage of our people 
and their example to those papers which still offend in this respect. 
The press is too potent an instrument for good to risk the stulifying 
of the morality of its editorial precepts by the viciousness of its 
business practice, or to incur the suspicion that it is indirectly sub- 
sidized by the -'breweries and distilleries and their allies. 

We commend the work of the Anti-Saloon League and recom- 
mend the election of J. S. Hoagland, A. S. Loveall, S. E. Brown, 
P. O. Bunt and A. C. Shepherd to represent our church in that or- 
ganization.

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MEMOIR 

MRS. F. A. BURDICK. 

Nancy A. Burdick was born at Crawfordsville, Indiana, Oct. 11, 
1838, and died at University Place, Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 6, 1910. She 
was converted in childhood and ever since has lived a consistent 
Christian life. 'She was the 'mother of seven children, six by her 
first marriage and one by her second. 

Her second marriage was to the Rev. F. A. Burdick, who for 23 
years preceding his death was a minister of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Mrs. Burdick enjoyed the work of pastor’s wife and was 
indeed an inspiration to him. She was a regular attendant at the 
sessions of the Annual Conference. 

She loved the word of God and found it the source of daily food 
and comfort. She stored her memory with its precious truths and 
found them able to make her rich in the things of the “Kingdom.” 

She shared with her husband the joys and sorrows of an iten- 
erants life in Nebraska, Iowa, and South Dakota. As a member of 
the Conference her husband served the following charges; Parker, 
Yankton, Aberdeen District, W^hite, Wilmont and Corena. For some 
years sho had been in failing health, but the illness that occasioned 
her death was only of short duration. 

The funeral services were conducted by Revs. A. C. Crosswaite, 
G. W. Isham and Hiram Burch, who were brother pastors previous to 
her husbands death ten years ago. She leaves a son at University 
Place, Lincoln, Neb., Prof. Burton A. Burdick, to mourn her loss. 
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LAYMEN’S MEETING. 

The Methodist Laymen held their annual ssession at the seat 
of the Conference in Mitchell, Saturday, October 15th, 1910. About 
200 delegates attended, coming from all parts of the state. The 
program as rendered was intensely interesting, and very practical. 
The president, WIm. Carpenter was present and presided. In his 
opening address he spoke interestingly concerning the work done 
by the association, and the field it is to occupy in the future. 

Mr, W. A. Barber of Esmond gave a most excellent talk on the 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement, which was closely listened to, and 
which drew forth hearty commendations. 

Prof. M. M. Ramer, of Pierre, in his “Call to men” was the 
heartfelt expression of a man who has given the boy question great 
stilly, and by motion of Mr. H. S. Mouser -of Huron, it was made a 
special topic the first thing in the afternoon session for general 
discussion. 

After adjourning for the noon hour, Dakota Wesleyan Univer- 
sity was represented by President S. F. Kerfoot, who presented the 
financial condition of the University to the association, and spoke in- 
terestingly of the great campaign inaugurated in Mitchell, which is 
to extend over the state for a quarter of a million endowment. He 
was followed by Educational Secretary, Thomas Nicholson, former 
president of the University, who spoke feelingly of his great appre- 
ciation of the work being accomplished by this University. 

In the afternoon session after the special discussion of the 
Ramer paper was concluded, a debate on the question, “Shall the 
Superintendent’s Districts be reduced to Four’’ was entered into by 
Dr. W. E. Daniels of Madison, F. S. Brown of Doland and Ralph 
Brown of Aberdeen, on the affirmative, D. F. Jones of Watertown, 
and H. S. Mouser of Huron, on the negative. Bishop Neulsen entered 
at this time, and listened to the discussion with great interest, being 
invited to speak to the Conference, confining his remarks very 
largely to this burning question. The Bishop was most gracious 
however in his remarks, and was well received by the Assembly. 

The question of County Option being before the voters in the 
fall election, it was thoroughly discussed and ably by Mr. H. G. 
Tilton of Vermillion, and Lauritz Miller of Mitchell. 

The following resolution was introduced and after being dis- 
cussed by Governor Vessey and others was adopted: 

We, the Laymen of the Dakota Conference in Convention, re- 
solve as follows: 

First. That our splendid University should receive our heartiest 
support.

The Committee on the Pierre resolution reported as follows: 

Remembering that this laymen’s gathering one year ago, as 
well as the ministerial association passed resolutions endorsing and 
encouraging the brethern of Pierre to undertake the buildig of a 
representative church edifice at the capital city, and recognizing 
the great need and strategic importance of such a church building, 
the last annual Conference of both bodies authorized an appropria- 
tion for the amount of $7,000.00 for the purpose of building said 
church, and, whereas it appears that there has been received all 
told only a little over $7,000.00 for Hoime Missions and church ex- 
tension, and that for this reason, the church of Pierre can receive 
only about ons-half of the amount recommended last year, therefore 
be it resolved by this laymen’s association that we reiterate our be- 
lief in the great undertaking by our brethern at Pierre, and that 
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we recognize that the same facts obtain, and that the needs of Pierre 
are rather greater than they were a year ago, and further recognize 
that our action of last year led the Pierre brethern to expect the 
$7,000.00 in full, and since this obligation cannot well be shifted, 
therefore do we hereby approve and recommend that an appropria- 
tion be made this year so that the entire $7,000.00 may be realized 
by the Pierre Church. We further recommend that the doors of our 
churches be opened to representatives of said church soliciting funds 
for this enterprise.
